to be the only Religion among Chriftians in the greateft 
Part of Europe ; for, take away the Punifbments attend- 
ing Difference of Opinions ; deftroy the Inquifition and 
Baftile, and put an End to all Interpofition of Power in 
Matters of Religion, and Popery will fly before Liberty, 
Truth, and Reajom, as naturally and necefiarily as Dark- 
ne{fs gives Way to the france of the Sun. It was 
theretore the ancient Com/titution was the Caufe of favi/> 
Principles, and of that general Ignorance which ovet- 
whelmed the Chriftian World ; for Mankind are not 
fo ill-found as to be Slaves by Principle or Faith, till 
their Minds are iubdued by Power, and their Reafan 
bore down by the Weight of Authority, and it becomes 
Imprifonment, Banifhment, Lofs of all the Enjoyments 
of this Life, and Death itlelf, to pre/ume to differ from 
the Publick. Power without Law, or Law againft Rea- 
fon ani -Fuflice, was the original Caufe of general Ig-' 
norance. ‘There never was a Country in the World, 
where Liberty of Speculation and Reaioning wasallow- 
ed, but the People generally difcovered u/éful Truth, 
and grew in Love with Reafon and Virtue ; for Reaion 
and Virtue are natural to the Mind of Man, and are 
never parted with till that dreadful Moniter Perfecution 
frights them out of their Wits, freezes all their ‘rational 
Faculties, and renders them tame and fervile w every 
Doétrine which comes enforced by Dungeons, Halters, 
Axes, ftarving Fortunes, and all the terrible Artillery 
of ecclefiaftical Invention. Mr. D’ Anvers therefore was 
never more miltaken in his Life, if he imagines that he 
vindicates the ancient Conflitution, or refcues it from the 
Charge of legal Slavery, by faying, that the whole 
Kingdom was then of the jame Opinion, and the Confien- 
ces of Men were not divided about religious Matters. 
For the fole Reafon why they were of the iame Opinion, 
and why their Confciences were not divided, was the 
Tyranny of the ancteat Conilitation, and the Slavery efia- 
blifhed by Law. 

Ir this Argument ftands in Need of any farther I]I- 
luftration, we may take a View of any Roman Catho- 
lick Country at this Time ; fos Inftance Spain. Sup- 
pofe a Man fhould rife up, and gravely affirm, after 
the Manner of Mr. D’ Anvers, that the Reafon why there 
was no Liberty of diflenting‘in Spain, was, becaule the 
cubole Kingdom was of the fame Opinion ; that the Want 
of this Liberty was owing to the general Jenorance of the 
Times, and not to any Defe& in their Conflitution; that 
the Spaniards are rather Bigots than Slaves, and Slaves 
in Principle or Faith, as wellas by Law; would not 
any Man of common Senfe langh fuch a Alemn Trifler 
out of the World? And yet this is exadtly of a Piece 
with Mr. D’ Anvers’s Method of reafoning ; whereas 
the Truth is, the Defe@ of their Conftitution, or, more 
properly, the enormous Wickednefs of their Conititution, 
is the fole Caufe of the general Ignorance of the Country, 
and of the whole Kingdom's being of the fame Opinion. 
They are S/aves, and therefore Bigots; and they are 
Slaves by Principle or Faith, becaufe they are Slaves by 
Law or Power ; which was the true State of the ancient 
Engl arifing from the Nature of the ancient Conflitu- 
tion. 

We fhould now compare this ancient ecclefiaftical 
Conftitution, or rather, the ecclefiaftical Part of our 
ancient Conftitution with the modern, and fhew the in- 
finite Difference between them: Jnfxite Difference I 
fay ; for tho’ "tis my Opinion the ecclefiaftical Part of 
our modern Conftitution is not fo periect as the civil 
Part, and that foe Things ought to be regulated ; 
yet when compared with the dreadful Independency of the 
ancient Hierarchy, "tis Wifdom and Goodneis, Bur 
this may be the Subject of another Dxcourie.
